Bag snatcher caught 
by have-a-go hero 


A WOMAN who was mugged 
as she got off a bus in North¬ 
ampton has thanked the 
have-a-go-hero who chased 
the attacker and managed to 
retrieve her handbag. 

The woman, aged 32, who asked 
not to be named, was getting off the 
number 1 bus in Blackthorn Road, 
near The Pig and Whistle pub, when 
a robber snatched her bag from her 
shoulder. 

She initially tried to grab it back 
but let go when he pointed “some¬ 
thing sharp” in her side. The woman 
then screamed, alerting Matthew 
Herridge, who was walking home 
from the shops. 

Mr Herridge, aged 34, from Maid- 
encastle, then ran after the mug¬ 
ger, chasing him for around half a 
mile before cornering him in some 
woods. 

The mugger then let go of the bag 
before fleeing, when Mr Herridge 
phoned 999. 

After the incident, Mr Herridge 
said he was unaware the mugger 
could have been armed until he re¬ 
turned with the bag. 

He said: “I heard the shout for 
help and gave chase. I chased him 
for about half-a-mile and managed to 
get the bag back. It had everything in 
there because he didn’t have a chance 
to get anything out of the bag.” 

The victim, who said she was 
shaken up by the incident, added: “I 
am speechless to be honest. There 
were lots of people out there but he

was the one who ran after him and 
that guy could have had anything on 
him. It was really traumatising.” 

A police spokesman hailed “self¬ 
less” Mr Herridge as “incredibly 
brave” but warned people about the 
dangers of taking on criminals. 

The spokesman said: “Mr Her¬ 
ridge was incredibly brave to inter¬ 
vene and to successfully retrieve the 
bag from the offender. 

“We would always advise mem¬ 


bers of the public to call 999 rather 
than putting themselves in danger, 
however, we acknowledge Mr Her¬ 
ridge for his quick thinking and self¬ 
less actions.” 

The mugger is described as a white 
man, in his 20s or early 30s, about 6ft, 
with short brown hair and stubble. 

He was of slim build with pale 
skin and a slim face. He was wearing 
a black padded jacket, pale trousers 
and black shoes. 


Term delayed 
at school after 
theft of cabling 

A SCHOOL in Northampton had 
to delay the start of the new term 
after thieves stole electrical cop¬ 
per cabling from its roof, shutting 
down all power. 

Lings Primary School, in Hayes- 
wood Road, was hoping to be back 
to normal today after workers re¬ 
paired the damage and restored 
power. 

The theft was thought to have 
happened between 6pm on Mon¬ 
day and 7.15am the following day, 
when staff arrived for a training 
day. 

A statement on the school web¬ 
site said: “We are gutted. This is 
unfair and we hope to catch those 
who are responsible.” 

A recent increase in the value 
of metal has sparked a sharp rise 
in thefts, particularly copper ca¬ 
bling. A number of thefts from 
railways and churches have been 
reported in Northampton in re¬ 
cent months, but this is believed 
to be the first from a school.

Interest in universities in the East Midlands is running well below 
that of last year 


20 per cent 
drop in uni 
applications 


APPLICATIONS to universi¬ 
ties in the East Midlands, 
including The University of 
Northampton, are running at 
20 per cent below last year's 
level, latest UCAS figures 
show. 

The first statistics published by 
the university admissions service 
for applications from students who 
will be paying the higher tuition 
fees shows that the region’s univer¬ 
sities have suffered their biggest fall 
in demand for more than 30 years. 

The figures take into account 
applications from students up to 
October 19. The final deadline for 
applications to most courses is in 
January. 

A spokesman for The University 
of Northampton said it was “much 
too early” in the admissions year to 
draw any firm conclusions about 
whether or not student numbers 
will drop significantly in 2012. 

The spokesman said: “Nation¬ 


ally, many prospective students are 
delaying their decisions and it is 
important that higher education in¬ 
stitutions engage in ‘demystifying’ 
the changes in the tuition fee sys¬ 
tem.” 

Meanwhile, the latest results from 
surveys which monitor what gradu¬ 
ates are doing up to six months af¬ 
ter they leave, show that 6,000 in the 
East Midlands failed to find a gradu¬ 
ate-level job. 

According to the Destination of 
Leavers from Higher Education sur¬ 
vey more than 76 per cent of gradu¬ 
ates from The University of North¬ 
ampton in 2010 have found a job. 

However, only 38 per cent have 
found a graduate level job. 

A total of 12.5 per cent of gradu¬ 
ates, or one in six, are “assumed to 
be unemployed”. 

A spokesman for The University 
of Northampton said: “The employ- 
ability of our students is a key pri¬ 
ority for The University of North¬ 
ampton.”

But 
this is a good opportunity to remind people 
that leaving their vehicles unattended for 
a period of time brings with it risks and 
that it is vitally important that basic crime 
prevention advice is followed to keep the 
opportunist criminal at bay.” 


Parents shocked 
by sex videos 
shown to pupils 


SOME parents in Northamptonshire 
are "horrified" when they learn what 
their young children are taught in 
sex education classes, one of the 
county's MPs has claimed. 

The Conservative MP for South Northamp¬ 
tonshire, Andrea Leadsom, led a debate on 
sex education in Westminster last week. 

She called for videos used by schools to be 
given age ratings and for parents to be asked 
to opt their children into classes, rather than 
opt-out, as happens now. 

She said: “A number of my constituents 
have said to me they’ve had no idea what’s be¬ 
ing taught to their children and when they’ve 
found out, they’re horrified.” 

The mother-of-three admitted she had not 
checked what her own children were taught 
in sex education classes, believing the “school 
knew best”. But after being alerted to the is¬ 
sue by campaigners, she has called on the 
Government to look into the issue. 

She said: “Some of the material being 
taught to children as young as five is com¬ 
pletely inappropriate.” 

She added: “There’s no doubt that children 
need to be taught about sex and to be respon¬ 
sible and safe, however parents in my area 
have highlighted material that’s being used 


in schools that sends out the totally wrong 
message.” 

The MP argued the focus should be put on 
teaching children about relationships rather 
than the “mechanics of sex”. Her concerns 
were acknowledged by schools minister, Nick 
Gibbs, who said he would talk with the pro¬ 
ducers of sex education films about their con¬ 
tents. 

He said: “I’m fully aware of some parents, 
particularly those of primary age children, 
who don’t want them exposed to material 
they think is harmful. These are entirely le¬ 
gitimate concerns and we must make sure 
parents are listened to.” 

In April, about 40 parents met at the Guild¬ 
hall in Northampton to raise concerns about 
films shown in schools. 

But a spokesman for Northamptonshire 
County Council said the authority was confi¬ 
dent head teachers made sure films shown in 
the county were appropriate. 

She added: “The emphasis of the curricu¬ 
lum at primary school is on relationships, 
with the aim of keeping children safe at 
school and outside school. Any parent who 
has queries about this aspect of their child’s 
education can speak to their school about 
what information they make available to pu¬ 
pils and how it is presented.”

A TEENAGE entrepreneur 
starring in the new Young 
Apprentice series on televi¬ 
sion was 'born with drive 
and desire' his mother has 
said. 

Harry Maxwell, aged 16, from 
Brixworth, made his debut ap¬ 
pearance on the BBC1 series on 
Monday, during which a dozen 16 
and 17 year-olds will compete in 
tasks set by business mogul Alan 
Sugar to win £25,000. 

Despite his team losing their 
first task of creating frozen treats, 
the privately educated A-Level stu¬ 
dent showed promise in the board- 
room. 

His mother, Jane Maxwell, re¬ 
vealed her son, who previously 
attended Spratton Hall and now 
boards at Rugby School, wrote 
business plans for her while he was 
a young teenager, set up websites 
from the age of eight, and runs an 
online estate agent service. 


Jane, who is still not allowed to 
know if her son won or not, said: 
“He has always been business- 
minded. He’s very good at maths 
and an IT expert. 

“He’s very fortunate to have a 
private education but it’s nothing 
to do with his desire and drive, he 
was born with that, and a great 
business vision. 

“My proudest moment was 
when he got through to the last 12, 
and I couldn’t tell anyone, when all 
I wanted to do was scream. 

“It’s all very exciting, but very 
surreal; I didn’t know what that 
word meant until now.” 

When asked about the show, she 
said: “I was expecting, as a mum, 
to be saying ‘why did you wear 
that?’ or ‘why did you say that?’ 
but actually at no point did I think 
‘crikey Harry, you shouldn’t have 
done that’. There was a little bit of 
arrogance there but that’s him, he 
wouldn’t have made it to the last 12 
if he didn’t.”

Council to 
look through 
your rubbish 


THE county council has 
been accused of turning 
Northamptonshire into a 
Big Brother Society after 
announcing plans to snoop 
through residents' bins for a 
third time. 

Northamptonshire County 
Council will collect random rub¬ 
bish samples from the black bins 
of houses in Northampton, Dav¬ 
entry and East Northamptonshire, 
to aid research on how to better 
manage waste disposal. It follows 
recent changes to collections in 
three areas. 

But Northamptonshire County 
Councillor Brendan Glynane (Del- 
apre) leader of Liberal Democrats 
at County Hall, has branded the 
project “a waste of money” and 
slammed the authority for its ob¬ 
session with spying on people. 

He said: “It’s totally unnecessary. 
Surely they know if it’s a success 
when you start to see the amount 
of recycling go up? 

“There is plenty of knowledge 
and studies by other councils about 


what people recycle and waste. 

“I defy the council to come and 
say that in Northamptonshire we 
recycle any differently. 

“It’s a complete waste of money, 
every pound should be saved for 
front line services.” 

The non-recyclable waste, to 
be collected from the council’s 
household waste recycling centres 
as well as properties, will remain 
anonymous and confidential. 

Once the study is completed, the 
waste will be disposed of in the 
usual way. 

Councillor Ben Smith, county 
council cabinet member for en¬ 
vironment, said: “This sort of 
research is not unusual and will 
help us see if there is anything ad¬ 
ditional we can do to ensure even 
more is recycled before it reaches 
the refuse bin.” 

Councillor Glynane added: 
“This county council has an obses¬ 
sion with spying on people, it’s not 
a Big Society but a Big Brother So¬ 
ciety and it’s unacceptable. 

“They should be asking for peo¬ 
ple’s permission first.”

£30,000 owed in 
fines at libraries 



BOOKWORMS may be get¬ 
ting a bit too enthralled in 
literature as figures show 
there are more than 30,000 
overdue library books in 
the county. 

Northamptonshire County 
Council has revealed there are 
22,309 overdue books in the coun¬ 
ty’s 36 libraries - most of which 
will not be replaced like for like. 

It also revealed, following a 
Freedom of Information request, 
that there are 12,353 long overdue 
books, which have been over due 
for three months or longer. Some 
books are at least five years over¬ 
due from libraries. 

For one elusive renter, the book 
Mind Over Mood: Change How 
You Feel By Changing The Way 
You Think has racked up a fine of 
more than £500. 

But the libraries will only be 
able to recoup £12.60 for each 
book, as this is the maximum fine 
limit set. 

Heather Smith, county coun¬ 
cil portfolio holder for customer 
services, said: “Library fines are 
a fair amount of our income, so 
therefore we would encourage 
people to always return their 
books. 

“But our key focus is try to 
make sure children are reading 
from a young age. 


“If a parent rents out a book 
and doesn’t bring it back, at least 
the child is hopefully reading it. 
Is that fair? Probably not. 

“We don’t tend to spend an 
enormous amount of time chas¬ 
ing overdue books unless some¬ 
one has requested one and I don’t 
feel it is justified as we get new 
stock constantly 

“I’m hopeful the figures will 
improve with new systems, such 
as email prompts we’re bringing 
in.” 

People can renew their books 


at any library in the county and 
can also do so online. 

A county council spokesman 
said: “Unfortunately, dealing 
with overdue books is always 
part of usual business for any li¬ 
brary service. 

“New books are being bought 
continually as the stock is con¬ 
stantly changing to reflect the 
needs of the public, however un¬ 
less specifically requested by an¬ 
other borrower, we do not usually 
replace missing books that have 
not been returned.”

Crime rise 
after clock 
changes 


FEARS have been raised 
about the prospect of 
a sudden increase of 
crime in Northampton¬ 
shire now residents 
have turned back the 
clocks. 

A survey has found that 
last year the county suffered 
the biggest increase in the 
number of recorded crimes 
in England and Wales in the 
week after the clocks were 
changed. 

The survey by insurance 
firm Aviva, found crime 
spiked by 53 per cent in the 
week after October 30, with 
only Strathclyde Police, in 
Scotland, seeing a bigger 
rise. With huge swathes of 
the county now plunged into 
darkness following the street 
light turn-off fears have been 
raised that the annual peak 
period for burglaries may be 
even worse this year. 

Councillor Brendan Gly- 


nane (.Lib Dem, Delapre), 
leader of the Lib Dem group 
at Northamptonshire County 
Council, said there would be 
a “hidden cost” to turning off 
the street lights. 

He said: “It is a false econ¬ 
omy because what is the cost 
of investigating more burgla¬ 
ries or lorry thefts or anti-so¬ 
cial behaviour? Surely these 
costs are going to be higher 
than the money the county 
council is saving? 

“Then there is the cost to 
those people who are not in¬ 
sured for their homes or cars. 

“There is a cost, a hidden 
cost, which the county council 
has not taken into account.” 

Detective Chief Inspector 
Nick Purdie, of Operation 
Guardian, urged people to be 
vigilant against criminals. 
He said: “The onset of dark¬ 
er nights can catch you out 
and many people leave their 
homes and vehicles vulner¬ 
able to crime. 


Night closures

MORE night-working is 
taking place on Northamp¬ 
ton’s Kingsthorpe Corridor 
project this week. 

Northamptonshire Coun¬ 
ty Council said the night 
working near the Cock Ho¬ 
tel junction will reduce dis¬ 
ruption. 

Resurfacing work started 
on Monday and was ex¬ 
pected to take place over 
10 weekday nights between 
8pm and 6am, with the road 


opening each day for the 
morning rush hour. 

On weekday nights, un¬ 
til Wednesday, November 
9 there will be a full road 
closure at the Cock Hotel 
junction for work to take 
place. On the nights from 
Monday, November 7 to 
Friday, November 11, Alex¬ 
andra Terrace and Welford 
Road junction will be under 
three-way temporary traffic 
signals.

Funeral Plans 
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Respects are paid 
to crush victim 



HUNDREDS of family and 
friends of a student who 
suffered fatal injuries when 
she was crushed to death 
after a nightclub event in 
Northampton gathered last 
week to pay their last re¬ 
spects. 

Nabila Nanfuka, 22, a Univer¬ 
sity of Northampton student, died 
in hospital after being injured in 
a crush at Lava & Ignite, in St Pe¬ 
ter’s Way, as revellers were leav¬ 
ing. 

Prayers were said at lunchtime 
on Friday at a funeral service at 
the Edmonton Islamic Centre in 
north London. 

Mourners then went to the Gar¬ 
dens of Peace Muslim Cemetery 
on Elmbridge Road in Ilford for 
her burial. 

Mehboob Patel, the Gardens of 
Peace Muslim Cemetery manager 
said “There were hundreds of 
people gathered here today - up 
to 600.” 

Tributes were paid yesterday to 
Miss Nanfuka on social network¬ 
ing site Twitter. 

One friend tweeted: “I’m at Na- 
bila’s funeral today This is totally 
different from what I know” 

Another Tweeter, who appeared 
to be a family member, said: “The 
hardest day of my life... Appre¬ 


ciate ur life and pray before ur 
prayed upon. RIP my cousin Na¬ 
bila.” 

On Thurday an inquest heard 
that the leisure and tourism stu¬ 
dent, from Neasden, north-west 
London, died from traumatic 
crush asphyxia, similar injuries 
to those suffered by victims of 
the Hilsborough stadium disaster. 
Witnesses have reported that a 
panic started among revellers af¬ 
ter an announcement that coaches 
were about to leave and that a fire 
alarm was sounding around the 
time of the accident. 

Two other students, aged 19 and 
21, were hurt in the incident, one 
of whom remains in hospital. 

Northampton Borough Council 
has temporarily suspended Lava 


& Ignite’s licence while an inves¬ 
tigation is carried out. 

Superintendent Andy Cox who 
is leading the Northamptonshire 
Police investigation said officers 
had so far spoken to 90 witnesses 
and reiterated his appeal for club¬ 
bers who have mobile footage from 
the night to come forward. 

Police have also urged people 
who left personal belongings at 
the club on the night to pick up 
their items by calling them. 

Some 400 items, including coats 
and handbags, have been recov¬ 
ered from the club and its cloak¬ 
room, they said. 

Meanwhile Luminar, which 
runs Lava & Ignite, Liquid and 
Oceana clubs throughout the UK, 
has appointed administrators.

Youngest ever 
council leader 
is appointed 


THE MAN believed to 
be the youngest ever 
leader of Northamp¬ 
ton Borough Council 
was elected to the 
job last night follow¬ 
ing a week of turmoil 
for the Guildhall's 
leading Conservative 
group. 

Politics graduate, 
Councillor David Mackin¬ 
tosh (Con, Rectory Farm), 
who is just 32, was chosen 
to lead the town follow¬ 
ing a “landslide” result 
in a leadership contest 
against fellow councillor 
Christopher Malpas (Con, 
Billing). 

The contest came af¬ 
ter the former leader of 
the authority, Councillor 
David Palethorpe (Con, 
Billing) dramatically an¬ 


nounced his resignation 
on Twitter last Wednes¬ 
day evening because of 
“disloyalty” within the 
group. 

Speaking after his elec¬ 
tion victory, Councillor 
Mackintosh said the coun¬ 
cil now had to get over the 
troubles of the past week 
and focus on projects such 
as the redevelopment of 
the Grosvenor Centre and 
the expansion of both 
Franklin’s Gardens and 
Sixfields. 

He said: “I’m very 
proud to represent the 
town where I was born 
and grew up. Obviously 
this is not how I would 
have liked to have won a 
leadership contest, but we 
have to put that behind us 
now” 

Discussing his immedi¬ 


ate priorities, the council¬ 
lor revealed he had held 
talks with Cobblers chair¬ 
man David Cardoza about 
the club’s expansion 
plans for Sixfields just 
before last night’s leader¬ 
ship election and planned 
to have talks with Saints 
bosses about their expan¬ 
sion plans in the next few 
days. 

He said: “We need to 
make a big difference 
to the town, we want to 
bring prosperity and jobs 
here. 

“We need to focus on the 
big regeneration projects, 
such as the Grosvenor 
Centre, Sixfields and 
Franklin’s Gardens.” 

He will be officially de¬ 
clared leader of the coun¬ 
cil during a meeting at the 
Guildhall on November 7.

Ambulance pilot's 
3,000th mission 



Pilot Richard Craske who has flown his 3,000th mission for the 
Warwickshire and Northamptonshire Air Ambulance 


A PILOT from the Daventry 
area has flown his 3,000th 
mission with the air ambu¬ 
lance. 

Richard Craske, who lives in 
Long Buckby with his wife, flew 
his landmark mission for the 
Warwicksire and Northampton¬ 
shire Air Ambulance (WNAA) to 
help a woman in her 40s injured 
while exercising a horse near 
Shipston-on-Stour. 

Mr Craske, 50, has been a 
WNAA pilot since April 2004 and 
notched up more than 1,000 hours 
of flight time. 

His first job was as an aircraft 
engineering apprentice with Brit¬ 
ish Airways and he learned to fly 
at the age of 21 in the USA. 

Mr Craske has flown helicop¬ 
ters since 1996. He is also a quali¬ 
fied instructor, charter pilot and 
Civil Aviation Authority flight 
examiner. 

He said: “Being a pilot for the 
air ambulance is something I had 
aspired to for some time because 
for me it is the top job in helicop¬ 
ter flying. 

“The speed of our response 
time, on average just six minutes, 
means that flying has to be second 
nature to all the pilots as there is 
so much else to do with so little 
pre-flight planning time. 

“We are off and navigating en 


route and then the most impor¬ 
tant thing is looking for a suit¬ 
able and safe landing site. 

“From animals we could put at 
risk or that could endanger the 
crew and helicopter to overhead 
cables; there is so much to con¬ 
sider. 

“After landing it is usually the 
pilot who receives the acclaim for 
such a skilful landing but it is ac¬ 
tually well-drilled teamwork and 
marshalling skills of the crew 
that enable us to do what we do. A 
true team effort! 


“It is an exciting and challeng¬ 
ing role and certainly the most 
fulfilling of my career. 

“Being part of a highly pro¬ 
fessional team which makes a 
difference to many people each 
and every day is tremendously 
rewarding. 

“It is hard to pick just one high¬ 
light so far because there have 
been so many As a crew we have 
saved so many people. 

“It’s a great job and whenever 
I say what I do, people just say 
‘Wow!’.”

Chip shop 
owner's 


regret at 
breaking 
regulations 


A CHIP shop owner said 
he truly regretted his 
actions which led to a 
£9,000 fine and said his 
house is now in order. 

Alex Chau, aged 37, proprie¬ 
tor of Ann’s Fish Bar in Mar¬ 
ket Place, Brackley pleaded 
guilty at Northampton Crown 
Court to breaking three EU 
health regulations by failing 
to keep the premises clean and 
in good repair, failing to follow 
procedures to control pests, 
and failing to keep raw materi¬ 
als and ingredients in proper 
conditions. 

The court 
heard that 
on Febru¬ 
ary 9 this 
year a South 
Northants 
Council of¬ 
ficer made 
an unan¬ 
nounced in¬ 
spection of 
the fish bar 
and found 
evidence of rat activity in the 
food preparation and storage 
area. 

She also noticed rat drop¬ 
pings under the fryer, in the 
store and food preparation ar¬ 
eas, and boxes of vegetable fat 
had been gnawed by rodents. 

Mr Chau had tried to deal 
with the problem himself pri¬ 
or to the inspection and closed 


voluntarily afterwards to bring 
it up to standard. 

Judge Richard Bray fined 
Chau £3,000 for each offence 
with £1,487 costs and 150 hours’ 
community service. 

Passing sentence, he said 
it had been a serious breach 
and the damage to people’s 
health was potentially high, 
but added: “As I understand it 
you have now rectified the situ¬ 
ation so your restaurant is safe 
and hygienic.” 

Grainne Mellon, mitigating, 
said Chau had called in pest 
controllers the day before the 
council visit. 

Mr Chau 
said: “My 

standards are 
quite high 
now. I’ve 
kept on top 
of cleaning. 
Everything 
was fine the 
last time En¬ 
vironmental 
Health were 
here, that’s why I’m still open. 

“I’ve got my house in order 
and everything’s hygenic and 
it’s been pest free since they 
gave us the all clear two weeks 
after we voluntarily closed. 

“I did call a local pest con¬ 
troller, but by that time it was 
a bit late. 

“I do truly regret not sorting 
out the problem sooner.”

tended the wedding of Prince 
Charles and Diana. They went 
on to receive a Christmas card 
signed by the royal couple every 
year. 

Neighbours Davida and Roy 
Butlin were witness at the cou¬ 
ples wedding 29 years ago at 
Brackley register office. 

Mrs Butlin said: “Her whole 
life was her dogs, hunting and 
country life, but they very much 
kept themselves to themselves.” 


Mrs Linford died after the Su¬ 
zuki Vitara she was driving was 
involved in a collision with a Mini 
Cooper travelling north along the 
A5.

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Veteran calls for 
switch-off rebate 


A PARTIALLY sighted veteran of 
the Normandy landings is call¬ 
ing for a council tax rebate as he 
struggles to negotiate steps to his 
bungalow's front door following 
the street light switch-off. 

Wiliam Grantham, of Bridgewater 
Road, in Brackley contacted the Adver¬ 
tiser after seeing last week’s story about a 
former traffic cop who fears an accident is 
waiting happen on an unlit bend near his 
home in Valley Road.

A NORTHAMPTON land¬ 
lady has won a battle for a 
rent reduction to help keep 
her pub open. 

Lorraine Wager, landlady of 
the Hart of Duston in Harlestone 
Road, New Duston, secured a 28 
per cent reduction for the pub 
from its landlord after threaten¬ 
ing to take the case to arbitration. 

Mrs Wager, who has been at the 
pub for three years, said she has 
seen trade drop over that time 
from £7,000 a week to just £3,000 
and said unless the rent was re¬ 
duced the pub would have had to 
close. 

She said: “These are very hard 
times and even now with the rent 
reduction it’s still a struggle. I 
decided that I would have to take 
it to arbitration because the pub 
landlord was not willing to reduce 
the rent at first. 

“I knew if I didn’t get a rent 
reduction I would lose my pub. I 
didn’t want to have to give it up.” 

She said the rent was £64,000 a 
year when she took on the lease 
but it was halved in the first year 
to £36,000. 

Mrs Wager, who said she has 
made a loss of £37,000 since tak¬ 
ing on the Hart of Duston, said 
pub company Punch offered a 
rent of £35,000 but she rejected it 
and decided to go ahead with the 
arbitration. 

However she said Spirit pub 
company, which took control of 
the pub following its demerger 
from Punch, agreed to settle at 
£26,000 before the arbitration 
process began.

Mrs Wager said: “I accepted 
their offer because I didn’t want 
to take the chance at arbitration 
in case I didn’t win. The main 
thing was keeping my pub open. 

“It is very much a community 
pub and I know the residents 
would not want to lose it. I 
couldn’t have got through 
this without the customers 
and my family who help at 
the pub.” 

She added: “This is 
good news for my pub but 
all pubs are struggling in 
these times. 

“I would encourage oth¬ 
er pubs to fight their rents 
for reductions.” 

Customer of the pub 
Ray Hue, aged 46, said: “It’s 
very much a community 
pub and a family place. It 


would be a shame if it was lost. 
All pubs are battling against the 
tide and it’s good to see this one 
has managed to survive at the mo¬ 
ment.” 

David Morgan, director of Mor¬ 
gan and Clarke Chartered Survey¬ 
ors, who represented Mrs Wager, 
said: “We had a situation of fruit¬ 
less negotiation for eight months 
and just at the end of the day Spir¬ 
it finally saw sense and offered a 
28 per cent rent cut. It’s a shame 
that we had to force their hand. 

“It’s good news for the pub and 
also good news for the tenants in 
the same area. It shows them that 
if they stand up and fight they can 
get substantial rent reductions.” 

A spokesperson for Spirit Pub 
Company said: “We have taken a 
pragmatic approach to this mat¬ 
ter to reach a swift conclusion.”

roofless 


C HOP the roof off a car and it will 
likely wobble on rough roads, add 
a fabric top and it will let in more 
noise than keeping the tin-top in place. 

That’s simple physics; the trick is 
to minimise both intruders while 
giving the punter 
something 
stylish for 
his (and, 
vitally, her) 
money. 


And that’s another drop top factor to 
consider. They all cost more than the 
hatches they’re based on, so will only 
win over buyers who fall in love with 
the prospect of a bit of a pose in a less 
practical car. 
Now, after 



comes the Golf Cabriolet and, on a first 
drive on some fine roads in glorious 
early autumn sunshine it wasn’t hard to 
make a case for spending the extra. 

My test car, picked at random from 
a tempting line taking in the entire 
launch range, was the most expensive 
Golf Cabriolet you can buy, at the mo¬ 
ment. 

It costs a not inconsiderable £26,595, 
£3,495 more than the equivalent Golf 
hatch and tops a range starting at 
£20,720. Three engines are immediately 
available (two petrol, one diesel) with 
three more later in the year. 

The theme of threes continues in the 
number of trim levels (S, SE and GT) 
with all of them having 16 inch alloy 
wheels, DAB radio and Bluetooth and a 
powered roof that whirrs up and down 
in about the time it takes Usain Bolt to 
run 100 metres and will perform either 
action at up to about 18mph - looking 
ultra cool in the process. 

Finding somewhere to stow the top 
when you want wind in your hair 
means there’s less room in the rear 
seats than a Golf hatch and the boot is 
down in volume too. 

However, unlike convertibles with 
bulky metal folding roofs (like the big¬ 
ger, dearer VW Eos), there’s the same 
space available whatever the position 
of the top, although reaching into the 


furthest recesses is a bit like trying to 
retrieve a parcel posted through a letter 
box. 

But enough of these practicalities, 
you buy a cabrio as much with your 
heart as your head, even if the VW 
badge allows you to pretend you’ve been 
a bit sensible too. 

Try the cabrio first with roof in place 
and a patched British main road and 
you’ll feel the car shimmying slightly 
as it mourns the loss of stiffness in 
the cut-about body, while noticing a bit 
more wind noise than the hatch would 
provoke. 

Purr the roof down, however, and let 
the sun shine in and you’ll forgive the 
car its minor downsides and enjoy the 
smell of the fields, the twitter of birds 
in the roadside bushes and the feeling 
of one-ness with nature that only a con¬ 
vertible can give. 

And it doesn’t matter if you stray on 
to the A14, where the standard fit air 
deflector behind the front seats means 
there’s only a gentle breeze in the cock¬ 
pit with the speedo showing a typical 
A14 cruising speed (go on, you guess). 

Never mind that the dash is standard 
Golf hatch fare. That means it’s sen¬ 
sible, easily mastered and just a touch 
lacking in flair but promises an uncom¬ 
plicated relationship with a car that so 
easily puts a smile on your face.

Mallinder sets record 
straight on England 


JIM MALLINDER has reassert¬ 
ed his commitment to Saints 
as he moved to shoot down 
speculation linking him with 
the England job. 

With Martin Johnson’s position as 
England boss under review, specula¬ 
tion is rife as to who might replace 
the former Lions captain. 

Mallinder was quoted by several 
national newspapers as saying he 
would be ‘honoured to do the job one 
day’ if given the chance. 

It led to headlines suggesting 
Mallinder had declared his interest 
in the England job. 

But yesterday Mallinder was quick 
to emphasise that he is very much 
committed to Saints and leading them 
to a first major trophy since 2000. 

The 45-year-old former Sale Sharks 
boss said: “As I’ve said on many occa¬ 


sions, I’m very much focused on the 
job in hand at the Saints and am en¬ 
joying myself at the club. 

“We’ve got some big games coming 
up and I’m concentrating on mak¬ 
ing sure we get positive results and 
put in some positives performances 
in Aviva Premiership Rugby and the 
Heineken Cup. 

“Martin Johnson is still the Eng¬ 
land manager, and any speculation 
otherwise is pointless.” 

Johnson’s contract runs out at the 
end of December, but after failing to 
get past the quarter-final stage at the 
World Cup, the RFU have launched 
three reviews into England’s per¬ 
formance on and off the field. 

Mallinder has been asked about his 
future ambitions many times in the 
past and has always maintained he is 
aiming for the top, like anybody else. 

At the moment such a response has 


led to some unwelcome headlines, 
especially as he is one of the bookies 
favourites to take over from Johnson 
should the position become avail¬ 
able. 

When asked at Monday’s Heineken 
Cup launch, Mallinder said: “Every 
player should aspire to play for his 
country and I think that’s the same 
for coaches too - aspire to be the best 
you can. 

“If one day, I ever have that honour, 
it would be something that would be 
very difficult to turn down.” 

It is what Mallinder has said 
throughout his time at Saints, but it 
doesn’t mean he is any closer to being 
England boss. Mallinder is contracted 
at Saints until the end of next season 
and fans, the board of directors and 
the players will be hoping he at least 
sees that out.

Johnson 
sad over 
Robinson 
decision 

COBBLERS boss Gary Johnson says 
he is ‘disappointed’ to have made 
Jake Robinson available for trans¬ 
fer, and also confirmed Bas Savage’s 
name has been circulated to other 
clubs. 

The Town boss has confirmed the 
forward duo can leave Sixfields on 
loan, with their exits possibly be¬ 
ing made permanent in the January 
transfer window Savage’s contract 
runs out in January, but Robinson has 
another 18 months left on his North¬ 
ampton deal, and listing him was a 
not a decision the manager expected 
to make. 

“I’m disappointed I’ve had to make 
Jake available,” said Johnson. “But 
when he has started games he hasn’t 
quite been the player that we hoped 
he would be. 

“I thought he did fantastic in pre¬ 
season so we’ve been waiting and 
waiting for his game to come out and 
for him to get his goal; we thought 
if he got his goal it would settle him 
down. He’s an experienced player 
and he’s not going to want to sit on 
the bench and that is probably what’s 
going to happen at the moment. 

“So he’s another one that’s got to 
look to the future and fix himself up 
somewhere he can get some football. 
It’s difficult for lads his age to not be 
regulars in the first team and I can’t 
see him being that here.” 

Robinson and Savage could be the 
first casualties of Johnson’s mid-season 
shake-up at Sixfields, with doubts also 
hanging over the futures of Nathaniel 
Wedderburn and Tadhg Purcell, who 
is back at the club following the conclu¬ 
sion of his loan at Darlington. 

But the manager will not allow 
Robinson to leave unless the buying 
club are willing to cover the player’s 
wages in full - at least until the Janu¬ 
ary transfer window re-opens. 

“With January coming up I’ve got 
to open the squad up a little bit and 
move some on with a view to mov¬ 
ing some in to try to improve us,” he 
said. 

“There will always be a lot of talk 
but until my phone rings with a man¬ 
ager on the other end of it then noth¬ 
ing will happen. 

“There will be a lot of clubs trying 
to nick players and they’ll say ‘yeah 
we’ll take them but we’ll only pay 
half their money’ and that won’t hap¬ 
pen.” 

The Cobblers, who drew 1-1 with 
Rotherham United at Sixfields last 
weekend, are back on the road on 
Saturday when they travel to Gilling¬ 
ham in npower League Two.
